The President, it was reported to- 
night, may act tomorrow. 

Anti-bonus senators today advised 
the President that they had enough 
votes to sustain the veto. This word 
was brought to the White House by 
Sene tor New [Indiana], Republican.

Today the final appeal to the Pres- 
ident to permit the measure to become 
law was made by the veteran organi- 
zations of the country which sent dele- 
gations to the White House, headed by 
Hanford MacNider, national command- 
er of the American Legion. 

“We have faith,” they pleaded 
through the message delivered by 
Commander MacNider, “ that you will 
give this legislation, justifiable, fully 
considered and approved by both 
houses of congress, your favorable 
action. It lies with you.” 

The President did not tell the group 
of earnest men and women who called 
on him on behalf of the compensation 
bill that he would veto it. Neither 
did he tell them that he would not 
veto it.

Seek Owner of Cartridge. 


As the cartridge shell is one of the 
few clews the authorities have to work | 
upon in solving the mystery, they are | 
paying particular attention to tracing | 
it back. 

It is a .32 caliber short, for use in 
an automatic pistol.

Almost overnight Kemal has changed 
the entire political situation of the 
near east. From an “outlaw and 
rebel” he has become a military dic- 
tator with forces at his control which 
would make mobilization of several 
divisions necessary should Great Brit- 
ain decide upon war. If war comes 
and well it may—an army of 300,000 
would be required to liquidate the sit- 
uation.

Gen. M. C. J. Pelle, French high 
commissioner, started for Smyrna last 
night to confer with Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, at the latter's special request. 
It is assumed the Nationalist leader 
desires to ascertain the extent to which 
France intends to fulfill the obligations 
undertaken by her treaty with the An- 
gora government. 

It is now ascertained that only 20, 
000 Greek soldiers remain under arms 
out of the army of 250,000. 


Turk Enters Neutral Zone. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—- [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—A Times dispatch from 
the Dardanelles dated yesterday says 
telegraphic communication with all the 
towns immediately outside the neutral 
zone has been interrupted since Fri- 
day. 

The Kemalists are reported to have 
reached Ivajik Friday and a small 
Kemalist force entered Ezine Saturday. 
Both these pleces are within the neu- 
tral zone, according to British maps, 
about forty and twenty-five miles, re- 
spectively. south of bank.
